Trade Tokens---- 

In coins, it is customary to collect sets of, say, cents, but when 
the set is complete, all the collector has, is a lot of coins, and 
the only difference is the date or mint mark, In tokens, there are 

no two issues alike, Every merchant had his own and all are different 
from another merchant. In many instances, the tokens within a set are 
different in shape. When a store changed hands, often new tokens 
were acquired, 

Cleaning of coins is almost taboo, but cleaning of tokens to get rid 
of the grease and grime of the ages is generally desirable, I am 
speaking of cleaning - not polishing. Many coin collectors also coll- 
ect tokens and they have a fear of cleaned tokens,

TRADE TOKENS _CONTINUED 


In coins, the issue of a few hundred thousand is a small issue and 
the value goes up, but in tokens, 200 may be a larre issue; however 
there are enough for everyone, The largest issue of which I am aware 
is 6000 tokens, This is by far the largest issue that I have heard of, 
Most stores had a few hundred of each denomination and maybe 500 of 
the dollar denomination. Also, in tokens, face value means very little, 

The collecting of Trade Tokens is too new a field to be able to 
state with any authority what is scarce and what is not. In some in- 
stances, the fate of the tokens is known and, in that case, there is 
a basis for assuming scarcity. When a dealer discontinued the use of 
tokens, they were redeemed and hidden away or discarded, Tokens that 
seem to be scarce today will show up later in quantity.This has hap- 
pened many times. The value of tokens is determined by what is known 
about them, Often this value is unreal, based on some story by the 
rier asi From 50¢ to, at the most, three dollars, should buy almost any 

oken, 

In tokens, as in other hobbies, there are questionable dealers, al- 
though most are honest and aboveboard, I am aware of instances in 
which a collector has wandered into an antique shop or other store and 
seen a few tokens for sale, The seller gives the impression that only 
a few sets are available, thus the buyer takes all he can get, think- 
ing he has stumbled onto a scarcity. The price is usually too high for 
the true status of the tokens, Later the buyer finds that every other 
collector has had the same experience in the shop. Token collectors 
aren't very many in number and they get together and talk over the 
latest finds, Dishonest dealers are soon rooted out. 

Many of the tokens have an interesting background, and if the 
stories could be found and told, they would fill volumes, 

There are two general classes of Trade Tokens --those with the 
place of issue clearly named and those with no town or state on the 
face.The latter are called mavericks and are a very interesting field 
for someone with time and an inquiring mind, 

Tokens are read from the top down, which doesn't always make sense, 
but is the only method to use in comparing one with another, Lets 
take an example and follow it through, A typical description would 
read - JENSEN & ELLERSON/ GEN'L, MDSE./ FOREST CITY, IOWA, 

Good for / 5¢/ In Merchandise 

20 B Rd 

Jensen and Ellerson was the merchant who issued the token, He ran a 
peneral merchandise store in Forest City, Iowa, The / vetween the 
words indicates that the words were on different lines on the face of 
the token, thus 

JENSEN & ELLERSON was around the top of the token 

GEN'L, MDSE. was across the center and 

FOREST CITY, IOWA. was along the bottom edge, 

Another example - 

KIMBALLTOWN/ TAVERN/ IOWA 

KIMBALLTOWN is the town and across the top 

TAVERN is in the center and 

IOWA along the bottom 
This could be read Tavern, Kimballtown, Iowa- but such a reading 
would not convey the way the words were arranged on the face of the 
token, and the word arrangement or inscription is very important in 
setting one token apart from another. In many places of business, new 
issues of the same merchant differ only on such small items, but they 
are a distinct token struck from a different die than the oririnal,
